To those who have lived some time here 
in Shanghai among this singular people, 
and to whom their strange habits and 
ways peculiar are in some degree familiar, 
it doos seom 80 very strange that of all 
vicea in the world they should be charged 
with the vice of movality, that they 
should be accused of being too much 
addicted to the moral virtues, Yet 
Goldsmith in tho 18th century thenght 
ho was writing quite in the spirit of a 
Chineso philosopher when he turned into 
elegant English sentences wearisome 
common-places about virtue, temperance, 
and decorum, Even to this day profes- 
sional sinclogues in Europe, men, learned 
in Chinese books and philosophies, who 
make the acquaintangs of old Chinese 
sages in the British Murcum ‘or the 
Bibliotheque Royale, still imagine thut 
the Chinese area people dreadfully given 
up to the filial and other pieties and 
decorams. In tho same way we have 
men in Europe who derive their informa. 
tion mostly from booka and hearsay, 
writing articles to, the. magezines and 
periodicals of the day on “ the military 
organization of China,”. “the Obineso 
Army,” ‘the Chinese Arsenals,” which, 
in a great part, oxist only in the writors’ 
imagination, - 

Nevertheless thero is something in ihe 
charaoter of this peopls to give countenance 
to the charge of gocdinoss againgt them, 
Not to apeak of their olassigal booke 
which treat of pothing eles but of 
banevulence, jurtio, and propriety, 


Chinaman's lifo may be said to be eure

He has 
be virtuous and good. The lintel, and 


with edifying sentences, and imoral pro 
erpts, His tea cups and soup dishes tell 
him he muat cultivate virtue; so that if 
a Chinaman fails to be virtuons, it is

inculcation, In the villages, roads, and 
cities we see stone monumental arcbes

Local 
mandaring and district magistrates some- 
times get fearfully censorious, and issue 
long proclamations and vablic notices in

The truth is, however, tbat the Chi- 
nese, like many people in Europe, are 
dreanfully given up, not to virtue and 
morality, but {o Caut, toa muke-show 
cf what Curlyle calls Sincete Cant, the 
most fatal of all Cants. As an instance 
we once met with a Chinese literali who 
went up regularly with a erid in the 
shape of a smull edition cf the Classics to 
the Exumination to write a thesis on 
“Tros:fulness,” “ Sincerity" ‘and the 
qualities of a suprrior man; by no argu 
went could we pursuado the ardent dis 
) ciple of Confneius to see, not the mora- 
lity which was not possible, but the 
Inconat quenee of such a proce-ding. 

But thoue, who coming from Europe, 
may have derived their impression of the 
Chinese people from books only, will 


i very quickly be disahused hy a visit te 
| tho gay settlement here, that tbe Chinese 
(are more morally inclined than any other 
people. Tudeed, a vieit and, if pousi tle, 
afew months! stay in this metropolis of 
pleasure will give one a te aor impression 
jof the Chiness hfe in ite lights and 
j shadows than & library of buoks—either 
thoke written by ignorant and ill informed 
ig ionarivs, whe tell you that the Chie 
nese aroun awfully bexthen people and 
that they eat their food with too little 
; pieces of wood called chop sticks, or those 
Ly professional sinologues who are en- 
| thusiastic about the Ethics and Doctrine 
of Confucius Lifo. Chinese, as wall as 
European life, individually, and socially 
considered, is such a complex and many- 
| sided picture, that to portray, it, has 
palwaya been acknowledged to require 
ithe highest gifts of the fpoat and 
‘philosopher, There aroa class of persone 
‘now in the 19uh century, whom the 
| Americans call ulabe-trotters—they give 
him birth as well as the uame—who 
come here to live a few weeks in one of 
thd first hotels, go up the country ina 
honse-bost fur a few days, visit tha Club 
and, perhaps, got rome of tho European 
compradores to give them athak fio's 
soup and bird nest’s dinwer ; thoy then 
30 home to write an article, or it may be 
«book to tell the home people thut the 
Chinese are a very industrious people, 
very polite, and that thero is a great 
future for China yet, To kaowa people, 
haya great variety of meanings; to know 
for instance, what the great men wlo 
hase been in China, have thought, how 
hey meted. and what theie throries of 
lite aud ita duties were, ia one thing ; ta 
know the Chinese people as they now 
are, how they live, how they make love, 
how they quarr], what their amure- 
menls are, how they govern their coun- 
Wwy, what their iuetitutions are, social, 
political aud religious, is quite another 
thing; but the true knowledge of uo 
people, if that were indeed possible, 
would bo that which, from a atudy «ff 
their past history, understands how they 
have becowe the people they now are. 

A great legal geotleman of this place 
onec, on lwing told that Foochow «asa 
great literary city, asked jestingly if it 
was the “Athens of China.” Now 
Shanghai is at prwent what Soochow 
was furmeily to the other provincin] 
cities of China, o resort of pleasure and 
the capital of fashion; a Paris to the 
beau monde aa well aa tha demi monds of 
Chiva, Fashionable Jadies in all parts 
of the country, even in Peking, when 


he Soochow fashion, which is contidured 
to be the most becoming Celebrated 
beauties of the Camelia lady kind, (Ming 
Chi, the Chinese call thew) ladies who, 
with one smile, bring down a city, and 
with a second overturn a” Kingdom, or, 
ta speak lew poeticay, who lay waste, 
if not the henrta, at least the pockets of 
fashionable young Cbinamon,—haye al- 
ways had their homes in Soochow, 
But now that the trade with the 
western barburians has brought the 
wealth and lysines of Soochow to this 
place, (he Seoghow belles,” although 
they still retain. the name, have al 
removed hither, They now constitute 
one of the greatest if not the chief 
attraction of Shanghai to men of pleasure 
from all provinors to come here for a 
holiday and spend a few thousand dollars. 
Busincgs- men, students, scholars, and 
literati of the pleasure loving kind, 
whose business may lead them to pars 
throngh Shanvhai, also make the business 
of these Soochow, Aspatias very profita- 
ble, and incroase their market value very 
considerably, We have been told that 
more than one-third of the wealth which 
the Chinaman makes in trade with 
foreigners ut this placo finds its way into 
the laps of these Delilubs, 80 much for 
the benefits of jnteroourse between China 
and tho Western nations, 

Tho learned, long-nailed, and narrow. 
winded anti-foreign literati, may well 
muko his reflections when he sces the 
effeots of Western civilisation on thu few 
young longetailed hopefule—-mostly sons 
of rich piece “goods. merchants the 
“young China” of the day, who have 
made progress in Weatern acience and 
accomplishments to tho extent of living 
in second-rate. European houses, ‘ olgar 
smoking, champagne drinking, ‘billiard 
playing, dog-cart driving, and cating 
with knives and forka, 
But we are not going to become con- 
torious ard do what we have been blaming 
tho Chinese for doing, The worst and 


most disgusting of all cants, is perhaps, 
the.cant about canting, The Chiieso, if 
they are not moral, are at least not much 
more immoral than many people we

day” to sea how our friend Jobn has 
wade progress in western civilisstion, 
Tho Chines, to judge from their hig. 
tory and literature, have no donbt at one 
‘ime been a great and glorious ptople ; 
and if they are again to become a great 
na'iun, they will become such not from 
tillarice from without, but from’ forcas 
from within, They have @ history, they 
have long evtablished institutions, and a» 
system of Government; they cannot 
atford, they ought not to play the part of 
mere imilatora to the western nations ag 
the Jupanose, their neighbours, whom an 
ul-uatured friend used to call white- 
niggers, are doing, ‘I seem to see,” 
saya an-observer who recently paid a 
visit to Peking, “the rottennesa and 
dicay of this most ancient people not 
ouly in the dilapidated and rickety 
buildings with their tawdry gilded fronte 
avd decorations, but also in the faces of 
the very women, which are daubed over 
with at least three inches thick of paints 
aud powder.” The Greek mythology 
wlls the story of a youth who rashiy 
asked of tho immortal gods the gift of 
imwortlity, but the unfortunate young 
wan furyot to ask algo for eternal youth ; 
vo that when he became old and decrepit, 
he was miserable and despised among the 
poople, Tho Chinese are the oldeat 
people in existence, The Egyptian, the 
Babylonians, the Assyrians bave been 
awept away, aud hive left but their 
outer, and u few ruins aud monuments 
vehind them, The Chinese people, "the 
children and grand children of the black 
haired race,” still exist asa nation ; but 
shvy are no longer young and vigorous as 
a thouwand yeara ago, when they stood 
the ouly civilized, people in a barbarous 
world. They did not ask for, immortal 
youthhood. What their future will be 
uow that they have come in contact 
with, and are uow altogether open to tha 
new and hitherto unknown influence of 
the western civiliztion, it is impossible 
to forewll, The Chinese themselves 
velieve in the will of Heaven,’( Lien Yi) 
tn the fates of individuala, us in the 
deatinics of nations, They believe that 
there is a provideuge even in the fall of 
‘a gpartow, and that there ia a divinity 
that shapes our ends rough hew them
